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One of the most popular of the folk singing groups these 
days goes under the name of The Highwaymen. This group 
of young college students from Wesleyan University in Mid- 
dletown, Connecticut, have discovered that it’s the authenti- 
city that counts. The Highwaymen have arrived at last, in a 
flash of stardom that took a year! 


The leader of the group, Dave Fisher, composed the first 
hit the group had, which was culled from a UNITED ART- 
ISTS album called “The Highwaymen.” Their manager, Ken 
Greengrass had been promoting them since late 1960 as an 
authentic folk-singing group. 

“When ‘Michael’ was released,” says Dave, “we all held our 
breaths and waited for something to happen.” But it was a 
long wait. Then about seven months after its release, “Mich- 
ael” started to be heard with astonishing frequency. It quick- 
ly shot up the best-selling lists and stayed in the number one 
slot on all of the charts for over two months. It was truly 
the “sleeper hit” of 1961. Everywhere he went, Dave could 
hear people whistling the theme from “Michael”; The High- 
waymen were in! And on the charts! 

This was unusual, since the boys have an aim and a promise 
to themselves in this age of commercialization. The boys 
strive to preserve as much authenticity of the music as pos- 
sible while still making it commercially acceptable, 
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These fellows all sing lead at various times and they all 
play guitars, as well as a few other folk instruments, such as 
the five string banjo, bongos, recorders (a sort of flute-pic- 
colo type instrument, usually made of hardwood), and other 
unusual instruments. 

The boys; Steve Butts, Chan Daniels, Bobby Burnette, 
Steven Trott, and Dave Fisher, are all members of the class 
of ’°62 at Wesleyan, and still find their hard-gained success 
hard to get used to. They’re celebrities on the campus! 

Dave, the leader, has had quite a bit of musical experience, 
having played the piano since he was a little boy. He was a 
member of a group called The Academics, a pop-R&R group 
which took its name from Hillhouse High School’s nickname 
in New Haven, Conn. (All Hillhouse High School teams were 
known as “the Ac’s”). He gained quite a bit of experience in 
music, and when he started at Wesleyan, became very inter- 
tested in folk music. Dave decided to do something about his 
interest. 

He got a few of his fraternity brothers together one night 
to do a skit for one of the parties. It went over so well that 
the boys decided to stay together and see in which direction 
thev could progress. 

Well, as we all know, “The Gypsy Rover” and: “Cotton 
Fields” for UNITED ARTISTS are two in a row (two and 
three) for the astonishingly versatile Highwaymen.

Little Rosemarie Yuro grew up in 
Chicago dreaming that someday she 
might be a star.
